Tbe bill will provide that publications ot the 
tecr.nd clao) when sent by tbe publisher and 
from tbe office of publication to bona fide 
satoerlbera, or when seal from n news agent 
to nctual subscribers or other news \sent, 
shall be entitled to transmission through the 
mall at one cent per pound, such postage to 
be prepaid. 


Representative Morey, chairman of the 


committee, has prepared a report to accom- 
pany the bill, lie says pos'tge on second- 
class matter can justly bo called a privilege 
tax paid by tbe publisher for permission to 
prosecute his business. The revenue derived 
from secorfd-class matter la about 4.1.) per 
cent of the whole, an Inconsiderable proper 
tlon amounting In tho last «s<cal year to (U- 
889,593. The proposition to reduce postage 
from two ffnla to one cent per pound does 
'not me*n reduction of this gross amount one- 
half. On the contary, ills net certain that 
tbe revmu* in to'*l amount from second class 
matter would be icduced at all by the change. 
Under th« PI c*oit rate the govimment doru all 
the biwlno* ot tra>»portlDg and handling 


second class matter on long and unprofitable 
hauls, and express companies do short or 
profitable hauls. Upon reduction of ratex 
tbe government will do short hauls also, and 
the revenue will in tbe opinion of the com- 
mittee be maintained and probably increased.
